EFFORTS BY MASSED

THREE NAZI ASSAULTS ON 
LENINGRAD FAIL AND COST 


BESIEGERS HEAVILY /•' 


MOSCOW, Oct. 2—(/P)—All-day ef- 
forts by massed German forces to 
crack 
the Russian 
line on the 
Southern front have been repulsed 
in a violent battle, the Red arms 
reported today, while in the north- 
west, around Leningrad, three Nazi 
assaults have cost the Invaders 
more than 1,200 dead and wounded 
without gain. 


The southern sector includes tho 
Ukraine and the Crimean Penin- 
sula, but the exact scene of the 
newest attacks were not disclosed 
by Red Star, army newspaper. The 
onslaught lasted all day yesterday, 
but now is weakening, 
and the 
Germans are falling back to their 
old positions, leaving 250 dead men 
behind, Red Star said. 


In the north, the fighting appar- 


ently was another series of local- 
ized but intense combats at close 
range on the prelmeter of Lenin- 
grad's outer defenses. 


The Soviet information bureau 
said one Russian infantry unit in- 
flicted more than 400 casualties on 
the Nazis while another killed or 
wounded 200 men, crippled six Ger- 
man tanks and captured seventeen 
machine guns. 


The third thrust cost the 580th 
regiment on the 291st German in- 
fantry division more 
than 600 


men, a communique said, plus two 
tanks, two baby tanks, eight field 
pieces, a motor train, many ma- 
chine guns and much ammunition. 
The repeated references to small 
arms indicated the nature of the 
conflicts.

MOSCOW AGREEMENT COMPLETE 
AID TO RUSSIA BY BRITAIN AND 
UNITED STATES IMPORTANT STEP 


By DKWITT M'KENZIE 


The sweeping agreement mad* 


In Moscow, under which the Unit- 
ed States and Britain are to 
fill 


virtually all of hard-pressed Rus- 
sia's requirements for war sup- 
plies, represents a move of- the ut- 
most Importance when considered 
in conjunction with the Berlin 
admission that the Russo-German 
war will continue 
through 
the 
winter. 


It means that the Soviet is like- 


ly to be able to repair enough 
of the grevloua damage thus far 
Inflicted by the nazi Invasion so 
that when spring comes the Red 
fighting machine will again be Its 
powerful. self. Thla will have 
a 
vast influence on the trend of the 
war—might even control it, 
for 
that matter. 


Now In order to get the full sig- 


nificance of the present crucial 
moment we've got to shear through 
the more spectacular aspects of 
the warfare and get down to cer- 
tain fundamental facts, 
every- 


else Is window dressing. 


One thing to be emphasized is, 
as Soviet Foreign Commissar Mo- 
lotov remarked yesterday, that "at 
present the Soviet Union bears the 
whole brunt of the struggle with 
Germany's fascist hordes." He re- 
ferred, of course, to the actual 
fighting on the battle-field, and 
not to the economic front. 


It is equally important to rec- 


ognize that if Russia can be kept 
on her feet through the winter, 
and emerges strong in the spring 
it may represent the weight which 
will swing the 
balance 
toward 
an allied victory. Defeat of Rus- 
sia now might easily have the 
reverse effect. 


Perhaps we can get at the thing 
better by looking at Hitler's posi- 
tion again. 
In order to keep our 


perspective we must 
remember 
this: 


Hitler created his great war-ma- 


chine and piled up resources while 
he had access to the outside world

curity laws as recommended by 
the social security board, Connally 
said, and among changes endorsed 
by the board is an amendment sub- 
stituting a sliding scale participa- 
tion by states in the financing of 
pensions. At present the govern- 
ment and states share on a fifty- 
fifty basis. 
The new method, the Texas sen- 
ator added, is the same as proposed 
In legislation (S 1754) he introduc- 
ed in July. That measure was not 
strongly pressed for passage be- 
cause of some minor administra- 
tive features. 
The senator said 
he would introduce shortly a new 
bill providing essentially the same 
change* but amended to overcome 
the 'previous, objections.

CONGRESS MAY GO 
FURTHER IN CHANGE 


OF NEUTRALITY ACT 


JUST WHAT RECOMMENDA- 
TIONS OF PRESIDENT WILL 


BE NOT YET KNOWN

Senator Pepper

President -Roosevelt today to re- 
voke his 1939 proclamation defin- 
ing certain co"mbat zones which 
United States merchant 
vessels 


were prohibited from entering un- 
der the neutrality act. 


The Floridan contended in a 


senate speech that repeal or mod- 
ification of the act was unneces- 
sary because It was within the 
president's authority to set aside 
hl« orders implementing that law. 


Suggestions that congress may be 


willing to 
go beyond President 
Roosevelt's expected recommenda- 
tions for revision of the neutrality 
act came today from two senators 
who often differ widely on domest- 
ic policy — Hill (Dem.) of Alabama, 
and Bridges (Rep.) of New Hamp- 
shire, 


While no legislator professed to 
know precisely what Mr. Roose- 
velt would recommend, there have 
been reports that ho might confine 
himself to a request for authority 
to arm American merchant ships. 
Chairman Connally 
(Dem.) of 
Texas, of the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee and others have 
urged, however, the simlltaneous 
termination of present restrictions 
against sending American merchant 
vessels into 
belligerent ports or 
presldontially-deslgnated 
"combat 
zones." 


Hill, the democratic whip, told 


reporters that "If it should be that 
Mr. Roosevelt 
recommends only 
the arming of merchant ships I 
should not be at all surprised If 
a broadening amendment were of- 
fered from the senate floor to elim- 
inate the prohibitions on the move- 
ments of our ships.

Slowly'the conviction li growing 


among thoughtful folk that much 
of our current 
talk—about 
the 
great themes of peace and social 
justice and a re-made world—IB 
really superficial. We are engross- 
ed with slogans, and ready-mada 
schemes of "a new world order," 
and with organizations and cliches. 
We talk like the handar-log, as- 
suming that our much chattering 
will bring great goals to pass. W.j 
are in a wordplagued era. 


Disillusioned with the common 


mood, we glimpse the great truth 
that the only way to the deslrahle 
things we dream and discuss Is by 
recognition of the nature of man 
and of God. Since there is an Eter- 
nal Ruler of the universe, mankind, 
one by one, must accept and know 
Him, before we can escape out of 
the world-wide ulough Into which 
our smallness and selfishness and 
•In have led us. 
The truth 
behind 
and 
before 


and beneath all other truths—the 
truth that most vitally concerns 
every mortal—la the truth about 
God. 
When humans get into right 


relations with Him, then they will 
be in right relations one with an- 
other. And no other how. The 
greatest philosophers and prophets 
and poets, and seekers of every 
sort, have seen, dimly or clearly, 
the central significance of God. 


The Day's Great Quest, 


Gropingly, the whole world today 


Is seeking the Infinite Power that 
will lead us out of the morass in 
which we flounder. We Instinctive- 
ly know that we must have some- 
thing bigger, grander, nobler, pro- 
founder than the facts and purpos- 
es and programs of material-mlnd- 
.ed statesmen and social theorists. 
In our heart of hearts we feel that 
we must somehow find God. On 
every side, even the most secular 
voices are echoing this spiritual 
quest, a modernization of Job's "Oh, 
that I know where I might find 
Him." A recent Issue of "Time" 
discerns "a trend that promises to 
go forward by leaps and bounds— 
the trend back to religion." 


Right here a cautionary 
word 


needs to be spoken. "Religion" is 
a vague term, that may mean much 
or nothing. Only when it Is used 
to embrace the reality of a living 
God, and His will for man, may it 
be employed as the symbol of life's 
greatest objective. "Back to the 
God of the Bible" Is a better slo- 
gan than "back to religion." 
What Sort of God? 


Our present need, in an unprece- 


dented world emergency, is the 
same 
as 
man's 
deepest 
need 


throughout the uncounted ages— 
the need to find God and to know 
His will. In many ways He has 
manifested Himself—in nature, in 
the aspirations of the human spirit 
and in His providences In history. 
But most clearly, and adequately, 
God has revealed Himself In the 
Bible, and In Jesus Christ, His Son.

man He has mad* In His own 1m 
age. 
Speculation has dwelt long 


upon the man-likeness of God and

true, and both are susceptible of 


" error. 


Moslems repeat in their prayers 


"The ninety-nine beautiful na'njes 
of God"; but these do not exhaust 
the Divine attributes. When Jesus 
came, He taught the world to use 
the dear and near name of "Fath- 
er." That was the Master's usual 
designation and Instinctive Interp- 
• rotation of the Supreme Being; as 
His Father and as "our Father." 
All of the qualities involved in the 
best type of human fatherhood also 
characterize 
God—fatherly 
love; 


fatherly authority and discipline; 


'. fatherly responsibility and 
care; 


fatherly patience and forgiveness; 
fatherly pride and joy. All the best 
that the word "father" connotes is 
synonymous with God. 


One Fathnr's Hurt Heart. 


We read little about the griefs 


and disappointments of fatherhood. 
These make up one of the deeper 
tragedies of life. Once I travelled 
In Greece and the neighboring seas 
with an eminent American, a clns- 
slcal scholar, a college professor 
and a prosperous rrtan of affairs.

A round-table discussion of the 
proposed establishment of a coun- 
ty health unit featured the regular 
meeting of the commissioners court 
Wednesday mornin'g and another 
conferenco la to be held In the near 
future when more information re,- 
lating to local conditions can be 
available. A majority of the city 
commission and other city

cials, state health authorities, and 
others took part in the conference. 
Other matters were also discussed 
by the court.

Texan Backward. 
Dr. R. L. Cherry of Austin, state 
department of health, field director, 
local health services, outlined tho 
proposed establishment of a health 
unit for Navarro County. He said 
two-thirds of the counties In the 
nation had such units, while Texas 
was backward. Five years 
ago 


there w».ro only ten such units, bi.t 
at the pnaent time, thera are fifty- 
one. 


Requisites for the establishment 


of the center, according to Dr. 
Cherry, are: 


1. Endorsement by thu county 
medical society. 


2. City or county or both agree 
to contribute the necessary funds. 
Such a unit, it was stated, In- 


cludes a director who directs the 
program, confers with physicians, 
and conducts a public health edu- 
cational campaign. 


The sanitarian and sanitary en- 


gineer looks after safety, 
water- 


supplies, sewage disposal plants, 
inspection of pools, restaurants and 
other food dispensing 
establish- 


ments, tourist camps, schools, etc. 
Would Cost $13,050 per year. 


The nurse or nurses look after 


crippled children and provide ways 
for going to treatment centers, TB, 
pro-school care, expectant indigent 
mothers ,and demonstration work, 
Including the showing members of 
families how to care for the sick 
along with the family physicians. 
Dr. Cherry said ho believed two 
nurses, a director, a sanitary en- 
gineer and a clerk, plus traveling 
expenses, was needed here, cost- 
ing .$13,050 per year, with the state 
taking care of half the expenses. 
Dr. J. Wilson David, leader sev- 
eral years ago in an effort to se- 
cure such a unit, said the cost 
sounded high, but he believed it 
would be one of the finest invest- 
ments the county could make, and 
that the Navarro County Medical 
Society several years ago endorsed 
the movements.

health officer, laid It was an op- 
portunity to render a great ser- 
vice to Navarro County and that 
the unit, with the facilities already 
available and the 60 per cent aid 
.from the state and federal agen- 
cies, such a program might be 
worked out.

Travis Fullwood, city commis- 
sioner, said he favored the propo- 
sition but It was a question of dol- 
lars and cents. He said he believ- 
ed it could be worked out. 
N. F. Garrett, city commission- 
er, said If the program could be 
worked out, It would be a fine 
thing.

DESCENDED UPON DEVIL'S | 
TOWER FROM PLANE BUT| 
WEATHER HOLDS HIM THERE; 


SUNDANCE. Wyo., Oct. 2.—(/P) 


—A 30-year-old daredevil who once 
flew with the RAF shivered atop a 
skyscraplng rock formation today, 
after a day and a night as a pris- 
oner of Its heights because of the 
gambling spirit which led him to 
parachute to its 
disc-like sum- 
mit. 


The lone occupant of the geolog- 


ical fr.ealt. called Devil's Tower, 
was George Hopkins. 
He faced 


a perilous three-hour descent to 
the rolling hills below, down the 
sheer walls of the pinnacle which 
rises like a huge tree-stump a quar- 
ter of a mile into the sky—higher 
than the Empire State building. 


On a wager with Early Brock-

way down the circular cliff. An- 
other ropo was ,dropped last night.

"The repeal of the so-called neu- 
trality act would not be unneu- 
tral" he said.

"It Is my view, he told the bank- 
ers, "that we should now reassert 
and reordaln our adherence to the 
doctrine of freedom of the seas by 
modifying or amending the so- 
called neutrality act." 
The senator asserted that the

SAFETY IN HOME IS 
MOSTLY GOOD SENSE, 
GOOD HOUSEKEEPING 


COLLEGE STATION, Oct. 1.— 
(Special).—Safety* in the home is 
mostly good sense and good house 
keeping, says Bernlce Claytor, ex- 
tension service specialist in home 
improvement, in urging rural peo- 
ple to "fall-proof" their 
homes. 
Falls sends thousands of people 
to the hospital every 
year 
and 
cause many deaths. In fact, life 
insurance companies report that 
80 per cent of the accidental deaths 
of persons 65 years or over are due 
to falls. 
The specialist says more falls 
happen on steps and stairs than 
anywhere else in the house. To 
overcome this danger she suggests 
the following of specifications rec- 
ommended by the U. S. Bureau of 
' standards in building safe stairs. 


Another is to install hand-rails for 
every flight on at least one side 
of the stairs. This goes for cellar 
steps and attic stairs as well, *h« 


Homo stairways should be well- 


lighted, and all steps should b« 
kept firm and 
in good repair. 
Stairs finished with wax should' 
not 
be slippery, 
the 
specialist 
warns. Likewise, carpets on stairs 
and in hallways should be kept 
free from worn spots and upturned 
edges, or they may catch a heel 
or toe. 
Fall hazards in the kitchen in- 


clude water or food spilled on the 
floor 
and climbing up to high 
shelves. For reaching high storage 
space, Mrs. Claytor suggests use 
of a substantial little kitchen step- 
ladder. "Don't trust yourself on 
a chair, a table or a stool," is her 
advice. 
In the living room slippery floors 
and small, loose rugs are danger- 
ous. 
These rugs can be made 


safe by use of a non-skid fabric un- 
derneath or by using some of the 
various rug anchors now on the 
market. Falls in the bath tub may 
be saved by a strong bar on the 
wall or a rubber mat in the tub. 
,.In addition, the 
whole family 
' should be encouraged to help keep 
" the soap off the bathroom floor 


-•- or the bottom of the tub.

yields and insure proper function- 
ing of legumes in utilizing the ni- 
trogen of the air, E. A. Miller, 
extension service agronomist, sug- 
gests inoculating seed with fresh 
culture. 


Miller bases his suggestions on 


the premise that there Is no cer- 
tain way to determine whether the 
power of soil building legumes to 
utilize 
nitrogen 
from 
the 
air 
through the action of certain bac- 
teria living in the nodules on its 
roots is functioning. If there are 
no nodules, or if the bacteria are 
Inactive, the legume plants will 
lave to obtain their nitrogen from 
:he soil as do those of cotton and 
orn. 
Some experiment stations 
have found, he explain*, that the 
mere presence of nodules'on the 
roots is not always assurance that 
the bacteria In them are In full 
action. 
"Increased yields of legum* Bead 


and forafi in experimental tebts 
and on demonstrations where arti- 
ficial inoculation Mas used have1 
persuadcil many farmers that it 
Is good cr .p insurance to inoculate 
the seed before planting, especial- 
ly vetch, Austrlallan Winter Peas, 
soybeans, peanuts, pinto beans, al- 
falfa clovers, and even 
English 
peas and snap beans," th* agron- 
omist says. 
Through 
seed inoculation 
the 


growth of hairy vetch was more 
than doubled at the Texas Agri- 
cultural experiment station at A. 
and M. College. The yield of cow- 
peas was increased 42 per cent at 
the Nacogdoches station. The yield 
of soybean hay was increased 43 
per cent, the number of nodules 
increased 400 per cent, and the root 
development about 20 per cent at 
the Anglcton experiment sub-sta- 
tion in the Gulf 
coast 
prairie. 
There was also considerable in- 
crease in soybean hay at Tempi* 
and at College Station dut to (in 
oculatlon. 


After inoculation with th* bac- 
terial culture, which Is obtainable 
from seedmen, seed should be kept 
In shade and planted as soon there- 
after as possible.
